Conference opened with religious service, conducted by Rev. J. 
Thompson. The report of the Committee on Ecclesiastical Commu- 
nications and Visitations was adopted. 

The Committee on Ecclesiastical Communications and Visitations beg leave 
to report as follows : 

Resolved , That we hail with pleasure the presence of Rev. Thomas H. Col- 
houer and Rev. E. R. McGregor, Fraternal Messengers from the Pittsburg Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church, and that we heartily reciprocate their warm 
expressions of kindly sympathy, Christian love and brotherly fellowship. One 
in doctrine and discipline, we bid them God-speed in our common work of re- 
claiming a lost world to Christ. Conscientiously differing in some points of 
Church polity, which have broken our ecclesiastical unity, we patiently bide the 
time when in the providence of God we can see eye to eye, and that unity may 
be restored without the sacrifice of principle or prejudicing the interests of either 
organization.

The Committee on Collection for Publication of Minutes reported 
“amount collected $56.99.” The report was referred to the Com- 
, mittee on Publication of the Minutes, which was named as follows : 
J. Thomas Murray. 

The report of the Committee on Temperance was adopted as fol- 
lows : 

• 1. Resolved , That this Conference recognizes the vast importance of the tem- 

perance cause, which has for its object the destruction of a great evil, one of the 
prolific sources of poverty and crime, which has deluged the land with bitter 
fears, crushed hopes and burning sorrows. The church cannot leave this work 
of reclaiming inebriates to temperance organizations, who are battling with the 
demon of intemperance, and he innocent in the sight of God, 

2. Resolved , That we regard it to be our Christian duty and also of the mem- 
bership to discourage, by personal example, the manufacture, sale and use of 
intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 

3. Resolved , That the ministers and preachers of this Conference be and are 
hereby recommended to preach once or more during the year, at their respective 
appointments, on this subject — praying that He whom we preach may sanctify 
and crown our efforts with happy results. 

4. Resolved , That increased effort be made to increase the efficiency of juve- 
nile temperance societies, and that they be organized in connection with Sab- 
bath Schools, to secure regular attendance and give them permanency. 

5. Resolved , Your committee would further recommend a Conference Temper- 
ance Convention, to be held on the first Thursday at 7^ P. M. of the next ses- 
sion of our Conference — and that the President appoint a committee of five to 
make requisite arrangements and give due notice of the convention in the Metho- 
dist Protestant.

Chestertoicn, March 20, 1871. 

Conference opened with religious services by Rev. A. D. Dick. 

( The Committee on Literature made a report as follows : 

The committee beg leave to submit the following report in relation to Western 
Maryland College : 

At no period in the history of this institution has its condition been so hope- 
ful and satisfactory. Two years ago, when the agent received his first appoint- 
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raent from this Conference, the institution was comparatively unknown. Since 
that period the agent has visited a number of the Circuits and Stations of the 
Conference, and, through his efficient labors, has succeeded in introducing the 
College to many of the churches of the Maryland District. As a consequence of 
this, a promising interest has been awakened and the number of students greatly 
increased. During the present scholastic year, one hundred and thirty-six names 
have been entered, and one hundred and sixteen students are at this time in ac- 
tual attendance. The prospects are such as to justify the belief that the number 
will greatly exceed this during the coming year. The members of the Faculty 
have discharged their respective duties to the satisfaction of the Board of Trus- 
tees, and merit the confidence of the church and community. The affairs of the 
institution have, in the judgment of your committee, been conducted in the 
most careful and prudent manner. Owing to a rigid economy in its manage- 
ment, and by the help of an annual appropriation from the State, current ex- 
penses and the interest upon the debt have been paid. 

It will be readily seen, however, that the sphere of its usefulness wrnuld be 
greatly enlarged if the present indebtedness were relieved and an endowment 
secured. Your committee are of opinion, therefore, that an effort should be 
made at once to liquidate present indebtedness. The most prosperous colleges of 
the country depend mainly for their success upon the amount received from their 
endowment funds, and it is not difficult to understand how comparatively limited 
must be the influence of an institution which, instead of receiving endowment, 
is paying an annual interest upon a large part of its capital. We have arrived 
at that period in the history of our church, when the force of circumstances has 
definitely settled for us the importance of an institution of learning. And the 
short history of Western Maryland College, even in its present condition, has 
demonstrated its usefulness to the church. Already is its Theological Depart- 
ment beginning to send forth laborers to the work, and the children of our 
church are being educated under influences which will preserve them to the faith 
of their fathers. Your committee being gratefully conscious of the ability which 
God has vouchsafed to us, as a'church, and trusting for that grace which will 
enable us, in His fear to meet our responsibilities, in a work of such importance, 
therefore be it 

1. Resolved , That the College Agent be continued. 

2. Resolved , That we do recommend to the Board of Trustees that the Agent 
be employed in securing donations for the payment of the present College debt. 

3. Resolved , That we do earnestly request our ministers -to use their efforts in 
furtherance of the Agent’s work. 

4. Resolved, That we commend to the prayerful attention of our entire mem- 
bership the importance of our College interests, and urgently solicit them to 
respond with liberality to the Agent’s appeal. 

5. Resolved , That the third Sabbath of July be set apart throughout the Mary- 
land District as a day of prayer for the College, and that collections be taken in 
all the churches for the benefit of the Theological Department.

Resolved , That the Conference has heard with a great deal of pleasure the ad- 
dress of Rev. David L. Greenfield before the Superannuated Fund Society, and 
that of Bro. George Frame, Esq., before the Home Missionary Society, and re- 
spectfully request these brethren to furnish copies of the same to the Methodist 
Protestant for publication. 

The Committee on Itinerancy and Orders made the following recom- 
mendations, which were adopted : 

• Samuel Clawson to be employed by the President. 

James G. Sullivan and John B. Butler to be received into the 
Itinernacy. 

Tire committee appointed to draft resolutions concerning the late 
Bev. D. Bowers offered the following paper, which was adopted: 

Whereas it has pleased the Great Head of the Church, in Hi3 wise but inscru. 
table providence, to remove from among us by death, our dear and much beloved 
brother, Rev. Daniel Bowers, in the midst of his years and usefulness, therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by this Annual Conference , That, while we reverently bow in 
humble submission to the Divine will in this great bereavement, we do never- 
theless deeply mourn, and are bowed down with sorrow on account of the death 
of our brother. 

2. Resolved , That in his removal from our midst, the Methodist Protestant 
Church has lost one of her best and most effective ministers, and the Maryland 
Annual Conference one of the brightest and most beloved of its members. 

3. Resolved, That as ministerial members of this body, we do recognize in this 
sad event the solemn admonition of the Master, “ Be ye therefore ready also, for 
at such an hour as ye think not the Son of Man cometh,” and that we will take 
heed thereto. 
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4. Resolved , That we do deeply sympathise with his bereaved family— especi- 
ally •his stricken-hearted widow and his orphan children — and that we will not 
cease to make mention of them in our prayers before God, that He will comfort 
and sustain them in this, the hour of their deep distress. 

5. Resolved, That a copy of the above resolutions be transmitted to sister 
Bowers by the Secretary of the Conference. 

Your committee would further recommend that the Conference as a body be 
in waiting at the wharf this afternoon, to receive the remains of our beloved 
brother — that then we form in open column, so as that the corpse may be borne 
through the column from the steamboat, then fall into line, and follow in the 
mournful cortege to the residence of Bro. John T. Dodd, where again the mem- 
bers of the Conference will form into open column, for the corpse to be borne 
through into the house — then return again to the Conference room. 

And we further suggest that Doctors Bates and Murray be appointed to take 
charge of and superintend the procession.

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OBITUARIES. 



Rev. Christian Eversole departed this life in the city of Balti- 
more after a long and distressing affliction, December 12th, 1870, 
in the fifty-first year of his age. 

The subject of this notice was born in Berkeley county, West Vir- 
ginia, on the 6th of May, 1820. His father being a respectable far- 
mer, he was reared to manhood under all the influences and industrial 
habits of his father’s vocation, and had very limited educational privi- 
leges. At an early period, after the origin of the Methodist Pro- 
testant Church in his native county, during a gracious revival, at a 
place called at present Beddington, he was converted, and united with 
the Methodist Protestant Church at that place. Very soon after his 
conversion, though quite young, he developed such spiritual gifts that 
his leader and classmates were impressed that the Great Head of the 
Church intended him for a Minister of the Gospel. “ Knowing him 
intimately as I did, said one of the committee, I here give it as my 
opinion, that if Bro. Eversole could have had the advantage of Lit- 
erary and Theological training for a year or two, soon after he uuited 
with the church, lie would have made a minister of no ordinary talent 
and usefulness.” Although he felt impressed that it was his duty to 
preach Christ crucified early in his religious life, yet from some unac- 
countable cause, more than ten years of the very best portion of his 
life to prepare for ministerial usefulness was suffered to pass away be- 
fore he received from his quarterly conference the requisite recom- 
mendation to enable him to gain admission into this Conference. He 
joined the Conference in the spring of 1852, and served the church 
faithfully in various charges for fourteen years. About the close of 
his sixth year, he was married to Miss Maria Summers, daughter of 
John Summers, Esq., of Alexandria, Va. His last charge in the ac- 
tive work was Williamsport and Berkeley Mission, where, as the re- 
sult of arduous labours at protracted meetings, he was taken with 
typhoid fever. For a time his life was dispaired of ; but he finally 1 
recovered, leaving his general health so much impaired, that he was 
compelled to take a superannuated relation, at the Conference of 1866. 
This relation lie retained until his death. In the winter of 1869, he 
had a severe and protracted spell of pneumonia, which still further 
impaired his physical strength. His nervous system was seriously af- 
fected, and a train of afflictions followed of a most painful and dis- 
tressing character. He was placed under a skilful and experienced 
physician, in the city of Baltimore, on the 4th of August last, but 
his health was so seriously impaired, that but little could be done for 
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him ; he gradually grew worse, until, on the 12th of December, he fell 
asleep in Jesus. In the language of one who knew him long and in- 
timately, Bro. Eversole was an exemplary Christian from the time 
he united with the church until the day of his death. Shortly before 
he started to Baltimore, he bade his oldest sister farewell, and said, “I 
hope to meet you in heaven.” A few weeks ago that sister passed 
away and joined her brother in the heavenly home. His itinerant 
career was one of more than ordinary sacrifice, trial and anxiety. As 
a preacher, he was energetic, earnest and stirring. His sermons were 
plain, sensible and profitable. He often labored beyond his strength. 
He was modest and unpretending, and in the judgment of some of his 
brethren, placed too low an estimate upon his own abilities. His 
body was laid to rest in the burying ground, adjacent to the Methodist 
Protestant Church in Little Georgetown, in his native county. Bev. 
J. C. Stewart preached the funeral sermon from Rev. xi, 7. Our 
brother leaves to mourn their sad loss, an affectionate wife, five chil- 
dren, two brothers, one sister, and other relatives and many friends. 
But their loss is his eternal gain. May the Lord grant them all a 
happy reunion in Heaven.

REV. LUTHER J. C.OX. 



In all civilized ages it has ever been the custom to commemorate, in 
some form, the services and virtues of those who have given renown 
to the nation or conferred benefits upon humanity. It is a goodly 
custom and worthy of perpetuation. The triumphal arch, or the 
stately column which attract the gaze of the passer by, serve to bring 
to remembrance the noble dead, and perchance to excite in the breast 
of the living a desire to imitate the heroism or other virtues of the 
departed worthies. These monuments show also to the world that 
noble deeds are appreciated and suitably commemorated by those in 
whose behalf they have been performed. We have no lofty monu- 
ment, or costly arch, to erect over the remains, or consecrate to the 
memory of the subject of this sketch. But we doubt not his memory 
is enshrined in the heart of many a Christian who will live to love and 
praise him, when all the proud monuments that now glitter in the 
sunshine of earth, shall have crumbled into dust, and they, and those 
whom they were erected to honor, shall alike be forgotten. 

Luther J. Cox was born in Queen Anne’s Co., Md,, December 27, 
1791 ; was “born again ” and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church 
when about sixteen years of age ; was licensed to preach the Gospel 
about the year 1818 or 19, and labored faithfully as a local preacher 
as long as he remained in that church, and then, as an unstationed 
minister in the Methodist Protestant Church, until the annual Confer- 
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ence which set in Georgetown, D. C., in the year 1869, when he 
was received into that Conference as a supernumerary assistant, in 
which capacity he continued until called to his reward in Heaven, on 
the 26th day of July, 1870. 

Brother Cox was one of that noble band (nearly all of whom have 
now departed) who first unfolded the banner of “Mutual Bights,” 
and struggled to secure to the people (the private members) a partici- 
pation in the privileges of church government. For his devotion to this 
Apostolic doctrine and practice, he was rudely thrust out of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church of which, for many years, he had been an active 
and useful member. He, with other noble men, who had in like man- 
ner been made the victims of that ecclesiastical system which then 
ruled the Methodist Episcopal Church, met together, and with others 
of like liberal sentiments, organized and set into operation the more 
scriptural, and therefore more Christian like polity of the Methodist 
Protestant Church. From the organization of this new community 
up to his death, Brother Cox was an earnest and devoted friend of 
the church which he had helped to form, and was ever found amongst 
its staunch working men. As years advanced, he seemed to grow 
more and more zealous in his labors, and more and more to feel the 
importance of his work. At the village of Hampden, where he had 
resided for the last twelve years of his life, his efforts were as disin- 
terested as they were untiring to get up a suitable building for the 
poor people of that region to worship in. Mainly through his exer- 
tions, that object was accomplished, and a large stately building 
now stands in that village as a monument of his zeal and usefulness. 
The memory of Brother Cox, and his affectionate labors with this 
people, will doubtless long be treasured in their hearts, and we trust 
will be the means of inciting many among them to imitate his self- 
denial and heroic sacrifices for the good of the church and the benefit 
of his fellow man. He departed this life peacefully and happily. 
Surrounded by his devoted wife and children, and other friends, with- 
out a fear or a doubt of his future welfare, he sat up in his bed, and 
addressing words of love and kindness to them each ; and urging them 
all to seek and serve the same God in whom he had trusted, and whom 
he now realized as true and faithful in all His promises ; this disciple 
of a loving Saviour, folded his garments about him and softly and 
sweetly passed to the spirit land. “ May we die the death of the 
righteous, and may our last end be like his.”
